Protecting an Atlantic Cable. 


The "core" is now finished. 
But as 


fc now stands it is in. no wise fitted to 
aneet the shocks that await it at the bot- 
tom of the soa. 
It must be protected 


against the chafing of sands arid rocks 
and tho possible wrenches of anchors. 
This protection lies iu a sheath of steel 
wires, separated from the soft gutta 
percha of tho core by a packing of jute. 
The jute is spun about the core exactly 
as the 11 copper wires of the conductor 
we spun about a central wire, and about 
all, filially, is spun the steel sheathing 
in the same fashion. 


As one goes about among the spinning 


machines he notices that the sections ol 
steel sheathing vary much in thickness. 
Here is one woven of 24 wires, one of 13 
and one of 12. And the wires also vary, 
so that the section of fewest wires is the 
largest in diameter. 
Here is a section 


made not of single wires at all, hut of 
stands of three wires. In fact, one sees 
seven different varieties. 
The occasion 


for such diversity is this: In the middle 
of the Atlantic a cable is dropped to a 
depth of two or threo statute miles, and 
as it is payed out to such a depth it 
must have a'great burden to sustain in 
its own weight. To make the weight as 
little as possible consistent with need- 
ful quality and strength becomes, there- 
fore, important. The deeper a cable is 
laid the less its liability to disturbance, 
and the deep water sections, therefore, 
may be made much lighter than the 
shallow water sections. 
As the cable 


draws nearer the shore, where the dan- 
gers grow greater, a heavier and heavier 
sheathing is adopted, until, in what is 
known as the "shore end," comes the 
heaviest of all.—McClure's Magazine.

Bill Kecommitted to Conference. 
Washington, Feb. 5.—The session of 


the senate was one of unusual activity 
with sharp colloquies and 
vigorous 


•peeches, which drew large crowds to 
the galleries. 


The ball was set rolling early in the 


day when Mr. Morrill endeavored to 
pass the bill prohibiting the use of in- 
toxicants in the Capito* building.- This 
aroused the opposition of Mr. Hill of 
New York, who denounced the "busy- 
bodies" inspiring this class of legisla- 
tion. 


The senator spoke for the fullest en- 


joyment of individual liberty consist- 
ent with the common good. The speech 
was not only notable for the vigor 
which Mr. Hill threw into it, but also 
for its effect in prolonging the debate 
to 2 o'clock, when the bill was dis- 
placed by the Nicaragua canal bill. 


The Immigration bill was recom- 


mitted to conference, Mr. Lodge, in 
charge of the measure, adopting this 
course as a result of urgent appeals 
for a modification of the bill. 


Before this was done, however, a 


•warm personal and political colloquy 
occurred between Mr. Lodge and Mr. 
Chandler on one hand and Mr. Gor- 
man on the other. 


The Maryland senator took excep- 


tion to recent suggestions of steam- 
ship and corporate influence, and de- 
clared there would be ample opportu- 
nity within the next year for Repub- 
lican senators to resist the corporate 
Influences at work after March 4. 
\ In reply Mr. Chandler asserted that 
the Maryland senator had for the first 
time turned an immigration debate 
into partisan channels. 


Mr. Vilas added another day to his 


• speech against 
the 
Nicaragua canal 


and had not concluded when the sen- 
ate adjourned. 


Regarding the sale of liquor in the 


. Capitol Mr. Morrill said there'was 


much feeling throughout the country 
against It. He had just received a let- 
ter stating that the writer had seen a 
man coming from the building drunk. 
."While there was misapprehension, aa 
to the existence of ordinary saloons in 
the building, yet as the public Celt 
that an evil existed congress should 
make a strict prohibition. 


Mr. Hill came into the debate at this 


point. He had received many letters, 
he said, protesting against "this abom- 
ination in our national Capitol." Such 
statements were false. No such thing 
as a bar existed here. Mr. Hill read in 
sarcastic tones a letter appealing to 
'him to aid in driving saloons from the 
Capitol and thus "raise the standard 
of national honor." 


"Has 
our national honor come to 


this?" exclaimed Mr. Hill, "that it de- 
pends on whether we take a glass of 
ale or beer with our meals?" This ap- 
peal to the honor, he added, was be- 
coming a common device every time 
aomo small question presented itself. 
But there was no question of national 
honor involved in this matter. 


"There are no saloons here; there is 


no drunkenness here; I have never 
seen a drunken man in the Capitol. I 
state for the benefit of these agitatora 
that it is a libel on congress to say 
that saloons are here and drunkenness 
exists here. It is absolutely false." 


The discussion noxt took a some- 


what humorous turn, Mr. Chandler, 
Mr. Gnllingor and Mr. Gray exchang- 
ing sallies ae to the effect of the bill 
in restricting the personal comfort o£ 
senators. 


The rollcall on Mr. Hill's motion to 


commit was followed with great inter- 
est. It was a tie at 
first, but the 


summoning of senators defeated the 
motion—yens,27; nays, 30. 


As the vote was announced Mr. Hill 


nsked: "And having brought the bill 
before the senate, senators can 
now 


proceed to take a glass of beer." 


Dull Day In tin: House.
